SUBJECT: CIA Paper, "The World Oil Market 
in the Years Ahead" 


This study is a solid piece of professional research work, 
and I have forwarded the summary and conclusions to the 
President at Camp David. Please convey my compliments to 
the authors of the study. 


With regard to publication of the paper in an unclassified 
form, I have no doubt it would make a useful contribution 
to greater public realism about the energy problem, both 
here and abroad. Nevertheless, I believe the paper should 
not be published in an unclassified form without major 
revisions that would affect its tone and attempt to avoid 
possible interpretations adverse to our short-term national 
interests. For example: 


-- The study could be used by OPEC to justify further 
substantial price increases. 


~~ Its objective view of production restrictions by 
OPEC countries and rising prices could be characterized as 
"soft on OPEC." ; 


-- Its divergence from Energy Department estimates 
used by the President on both US oil production in both 
1980 and 1982 and on US conservation responses to recent 
decontrol and administrative efforts could lead to confusion 
and misunderstanding. 


-- In addition, several members of my staff well-versed 
on energy issues, while highly complimentary of the paper in 
general, believe it is somewhat biased on the pessimistic 
side on most judgment calls.

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For these reasons, I must recommend against the Paper’s 
publication in an unclassified forn. If you continue to 
feel strongly that the Paper should be made available to 
the public, please let me know and perhaps we can arrange 
to have members of our staffs get together to discuss 
revisions and deletions that we would regard as essential 
prior to its publication. 


Again, let me congratulate you and your economists on a 


valuable contribution.
